PAVING STILL
AL THE TALK

Tonight's Meeting of the Pittston Council May
Be Interesting.

THAT OLD ASPHALT CONTRACI

It Was Evidently Drawn Up by an Ex
pert — Does It Mean a Concrete
Foundation or Does It Not—Citi-

zens, in Any Event, Will Protest

Quite Certain.

Svecial to the Soranfon Tribune
Prersron, Pa., Sept. 10
HE mesting of the towa eonucil
whieh takes place this evening
promises to be s momorable one
in the history of Pittston, The

vene spread broadeast sivee the mect-
ing 1ast Thnraday night bave worked
the citizens up a high pitch of excite-
ment and an interesting tima is looked
for. It is understood a Iarge number
of citizons proposs to go before the
council and make known their indig-
nalion which has besn caused by the
awarding of the contract to pave with
adphalt,

It might be well to erll the atten-
tion of the publie to the fact that the
paving to be done by the DBarbar A«-
phalt Paving eompany under their bil
will not be luid on & eoncrete fonnda-
tion, as many have the opinion, but on
a ocobble stone foundatien. At least
this wonld seem to bo the mesning of
the wording of their bid, which in as
follows: **We will pave Maio and Wa-
teratreota * * * for thesnm of
$2.24 per squure yard for cobble stone
foundation.” In this bid _there ls no
no reference to any concrete
in  conuection  with the pave
except as  followa: ‘'For cooble:
stons on stroets to be used in concrote
we will pay the snm of 00 cents per
cubic yard." Ivasmuch ns the Barber
company’s bld makes no refersnce to
any use of concrete it would seem av
though there wara some very sharp
practice in the wordiog of this bid and
that the Barber company had in cone
tempation to use the present cobble-
stone withont making any allowance
therefore, It might be remnrked i
psging that if the Barber company's
bid enntemplates purchasing thecobble-
stone now forming the pave en Main
atrees at the rate of G0 cents per cubic
yard the bargein is a mighty good one,
so far as the paving company is con-
cerned, as a cabic yard of cobble will
make over 8 wagon load of stono for
which the ordinary price, to gather and
dellver is §1.

UNGRATEFUL REFORMERS,
